ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/25/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the art of record fails to disclose a priority field. 
Although Sezan does not explicitly name a "priority field", it teaches a description 
scheme for creating a user specific summary with respect to the user's profile. 
Accordingly, the description scheme of the segment that matches a user's profile would 
have a higher "priority" than one that did not. Applicant argues that the art of record 
fails to disclose a segment record. As cited in the previous Final Rejection mailed 
12/29/2004, the MPEG-7 specification meets the limitation of a segment record, with 
regard to the title field, length field, location field, status field, next field, and previous 
field. Sezan teaches a description scheme for creating alternate segment, which is 
repaid upon for the alternate segment specifier field. Applicant argues that the art of 
record fails to disclose a priority comparison. The priority comparison is met by a user's 
profile matching a description scheme as detailed in Sezan, as described above. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 10, 20, 26 and 27 allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: In the previous Final Rejection, claim 5 was objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim. Claim 5 has been rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Consequently, claims 5, 10, 20, 26 and 27 are allowed.
